THE TKIPUE MURDJEK CASE. 


Again the McMahon Tragedy of 188S 


Comea to the Front. 


It- takes but a sp irk to give rise to re- 


newed interest in the celebrated triple 
murder mystery at Mt. Pulaski, Tbe 
latest talk is based on a letter. The 
Times Citizen ot Mt. Pnlseki publishes 
an article which refers to some new de- 
velopments in tbe mur ler case fur which 
Jobn H Hall is now serving a life sen- 
tence, It substantially says that State's 
Attorney Humphrey would make a com- 
munication to the board of supervisors 
of Logun county based upon a letter be 
had received from a convict in the Joliet 
penitentiary, sent from the southern part 
of the state, where he (the convict) claim- 
ed the plot which ended in tbe murder of 
McMahon was laid. While the commu- 
nication was not made to the board.there 
is no doubt but that Mr, Humphrey has 
information in his possession that may 
lead to the reopening of the whole case, 
A Lincoln Journal reporter interviewed 
Mr. Humphrey, to learn if there was any 
truth in the statement. About all the 
information that he could glean from 
him was that newspaper men are a nui- 
sance and do a great deal to defeat the 
ends of justice. He would not deny that 
be had received an important letter, but 
tbe time had not yet arrived to make 
its contents known, The inference to be 
drawn from the admissions made by Mr. 
Humphrey is that at a suitable time the 
whole thing -will be laid before the board 
in all its details. That he places a great 
deal of credence in the information fur- 
nished by the convict, was readily observ- 
ed by the oyster-like manner in whiob he 
answered the questions propounded him 
by the reporter, The people may look 
for some startling revelations on this 
question before many weeks.

He is by profession a 
physician,

It is 
the judgment of the moat intelligent spe- 
cialists that where a Faoceseful result is to 
be expected, the patient mast not have 
been affected longer than a few month*, 
otherwise even partial recovery is ex- 
tremely doubtful; 56 per cent, of the 
patients at the state asylums are males 
and 44 per cent female*.

How I^ancl May be Obtained 


FORT SISSETON, Deo. 3,1885. 


En. BEPDUUUAK:—I have now come to that 


letter which one or two friends hav<j been po- 
litely dunning: me for. Have had it all made 
up and forgotten several times; but my eyes 
have not, until lately, warranted it ritlng, and 
I have already abused them and made them 
worse. I hare exulted for some time In hav- 
ing a real sensational experience to relate, 
with soldiers and Indians in it. But that 
seems S3 old now, I am hesitating whether I 
"hadn't better" tell about catcbing the jack- 
rabbit. However, I guess I am bettor pre- 
pared ontbe drat, as I've already written it 
several times to friends, and always with 
marked effect. 
It beglnjLwith a presentiment, 


thing that some peopt&obn't believe in; but 


no one need tell me now that there Is nothing 
n such things. I have been given to "im- 
pressions" all my life, and at last have had 
me that came true. So there now 1 I had an 
mpresslon one morning In last September 
hat we would have company that day. La- 
orin0 under the same, I aoon had our one 
room down stairs in Dakota apple pie order, 
'resently three pedestrians hove in sight and 
itoppect as if 10 rest and parley. They depu- 
izert one of their number to wait upon us and 
.ee it they could have a lunch. Seeing that 
hey wore the blue, we at once recognized 
hem as "Uncle Sam's" nephews, consequent- 
y our cousins, I suppose, in a patriotic; sense. 
At any rate they were soldiers belonging to 
he Fort Sisseton garrison (colored; and we 
uncbed them, In accordance with the claims 
if humanity and the Civil Kin-tits bill. Pres- 
ently two men, mounted and wearing the blue 
also, appeared in sight and rode furiously for 
the house. 1 'began to wonder if this was to 
jo the army's headquarters! As they caine 
nearer we 'saw they were Indian scouts on 
he trail o£ our guests, who lost no time In 
getting out of the bouse, two of them vanlsh- 
ng as if into thin air. The riders brandished 
heir rifles and ordered a halt. Dismounting, 
me stood guard over the one unresisting ne- 
gro, while the other entered the house and 
fiercely demanded the other two. Not having 
hem we could not oblige him by producing 
bem. After peeking into everything except 
he teakettle be mounted the stairway. My 
presentiment had not extended that far, and 


had not fixed for company up stairs; but 
iur dusky, unbidden guest was in the oham 
or above looftinp under bed<i fur deserters be- 
ore we actually realizi-d that the "company" 
had come. Th- two men were found in the 
jellar, from which they were induced with 
>aths and blows to come forth, crestfallen and 
uilen. They were deprived of their revolvers 
and driven in front of their mounted captors 
8' the Fort. The three are now in military 
irlson. 
The Ice king has laid his band very srently 


upon us, thus far. My brother plowed yester- 
day and the day before. If you will look at 
he date of this writing, I doubt if you Hill 
find that you have excelled that in Illinois. 


There Ja still some vacant land in these bills 
hat is abundantly able to afford homes for 
hose coming with teams and men sufficient 
o cultivate it and enough money to put up a 
emporary house and live until a crop is rais- 
ed. Work is plenty and labor in demand; but 


bile you are working lor some one else, you 


are not improving,your own claim. There are 
some stones in the best hill claims, and some 
of the hill land is too' rough and stony for 
anything except pasture. But there are yet a 
uw vacant quarter sections where one may 
Bud both farm and.pasture land. It IB more 
aoor to break it up than to break the llat val- 
uy land; but the Boll is rlcb and deep and does 
not blow off in clouds, as does the lighter val- 
t-y soil. Some, of the valley, say they "would 
not live in the hills;" while others, of the hills, 
•would not live In the valley." Both have 
their advantages and disadvantages. A good 
neighborhood is springing up around UB, and 
we expect a school house in the spring. Soci- 
ety, so far, very good. 


At present, we draw our fuel for heating 


:wenty-seven miles—the distance of ourinoat 
accessible R. R. town. Two loads of hard 
cos.1 is supposed to last all winter. We expect 
a 11, R. and a station nine or ten miles from 
us next summer, as thy usual numberof com- 
mny failures have taken place; the grade Is 
milt, and a new company now promises to 
carry away our next year's wheat. 
. Coal Is said to abound west of the Missouri, 


the resources are, as yet, undeveloped. 


Hard coal sells berefor 111,50 a ton, and soft 
coal from »7.M to $0.00; wood can be had fur 
(7.00 a cord at the Fort, or leas, by going on 
the Reservation and buying of the Indians. 
We think it economy to burn hard coal, and 
cook with gasoline. The past summer bas 
been exceptionally cold, in Dakota as else- 
where. Corn did little good, few getting seed 
'or next year; wheat, as near as I could jearn, 
varied 'n this part of the territory, from 6 to 
35 bushels t'i the acre, owing to the prerara.- 
tlon ot the soil. I think the price ranged from 
08 to 85 cents-seldom standing long. Number 
one hard can be bought now for 70o, if you 
can find anybody who needs money bad 
enough to sell. Those who can, are holding 
their whoat for a dollar a bushel 


In order to take government land, you must 


comt in person and file your claim. A pre- 
emption costs you two dollars now, and 
two huudred dollars any time you want to 
prove up between eix and 83 months' res- 
dence. You must also improve it to the 
amount of perhaps two hundred dollars. A 
homestead costs you $14.00 now und frem five 
to seven years residence. 
Improvements 


much the same ns for preemption. You can 
••commute"—that is, prove up any lime after 
a six months' residence by paying for your 
Land as in preemption. A timber claim costs 
you f 14.00 now, five acres of breaking the Brat 
year, same the second year and cultivate first 
five, plant or set out trees third year. It would 
take a small volume to give all tbe particu- 
lars. Consult an "American Settlers' Ouide." 
There Is no timbered land to be taken in these 
parts, neither any claims with wire fences 
growing on tbem. There are no running 
streams, but many hay marshes easy of drain- 
age. As yon go east these marshes widen into 
beautiful lakes. Tbe Indians and tbe military 
have tbe lakes and tisb. Good cold water is 
easily obtained, and you fiod an occasional 
spring.

The National Guard Convention yester- 
day afternoon appointed a committee to 
wait upon Congress and urge the passage 
of a bill similar to the Scwell bill which 
passed the Senate and was reported fa- 
vorably to the House by the Committee 
on Militia at the last session. The Con- 
vention will continue in session to-day. 


A National Disgrace Proclaimed. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 16.— 


During a discussion of the joint rules, 
Senator Cockrcll created a sensation by 
asserting that he had on several occa- 
sions seen several Senators under the in- 
finence of liquor, necessitating an ad- 
journment. The discussion on this point 
originated ou the motion to strike out 
the rule prohibiting the sale of liquor in 
the Capitol. 


Tammany Protesting. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 16,— 


It Is rumored that Tammany is protesting 
to the President against Mr. Heddln's 
management of the New York Custom- 
house, and trying to induce Mr. Cleve- 
land to recall his nomination. It is said] 
that foiling in this, they will attempt to1 
defeat him in the Senate. 


Bandall Confident. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 16.— 


Bandall claims a majority of the Demo- 
crats in the House on his side in the light 
over the rules, and says he can be beaten 
only by the Republican vote. He ex- 
presses confidence of being able to defeat 
the Morrison scheme of revision.

Pint Session. 


SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 15.— 


A number of Executive communications, 
including one from the Secretary of War, 
transmitting a petition of the Adjutant- 
General praying for the equalization of 
pay of certain commissioncO and non- 
commissioned officers. 


Mr. Edmonds, from the Committee on 


the Judiciary, reported favorably the bill 
to relieve General Alexander R. Lawton, 
of Georgia, ol Ms political disabilities, 
and asked for Its immediate considera- 
tion. The bill was read three times and 
passed. 


Mr. Edmunds intioduced a bill granting 


a pension to Mrs. Julia D. Grant, and an- 
other bill granting her the franking privi- 
lege. Mr. Edmunds said the bills were 
precisely in tho form adopted in similar 
cases heretofore. 


Going to the calendar the Senate took 


up the House bill to provide for the Pres- 
idential succession, and Mr. Hoar ad- 
dressed the Senate on it. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Hoar's re- 


marks on the Presidential succession bill, 
the Senate took up the bill increasing the 
salary of United States District Judges to 
$6,000 per annum. After a short debate it 
was laid over until to-morrow. 


The Senate then proceeded with the 


consideration of the bill providing, a code 
of joint rules for the Senate and House 
of Representatives, and decided not to 
strike out the joint rule prohibiting the 
sale of liquor in the Capitol. 


Mr. Morrison offered a concurrent res- 


olution providing for a holiday recess 
Irom Tuesday, December 22d, until Tues- 
day, January 5th. Laid over for one day. 
Mr Morrison then called up the report 
of Hie Committee on Rules, and the pro- 
posed new code of rules was read at 
length, In conclusion of which Mr. Morri- 
son addressed the House in support of 
his proposition. 


Mr. Morrison said it was stated in the 


minority report that since tho agricultur- 
al appropriation bill had been confided to 
the care of the Committee on Agricul- 
ture, appropriations lor the Agricultural 
Bureau 
had 
largely 
increased. 
He 


claimed that the duties and powers of 
that bureau had also largely increased, 
and that he thought the agricultural in- 
terests were the most important in the 
country. The last agricultural appro- 
priation bill carried but one-twelfth part 
of 
the 
money 
which 
had 
been 


appropriated for the erection of public 
buildings in Philadelphia to tax indostry, 
and about the same amount that had been 
appropriated for a public building in au 
interior town where' one member of the 
appropriation 
committee resided. 
Mr. 


Morrison thought the Senate would hard- 
ly worry itself about increasing appropri- 
ations which Nere made in the interest of 
Democratic officials. 


Mr. Randall said he had not intended 


to speak on the subject to-day, hut some 
views had been expressed by Mr. Morn- 
son -nhld! he u,is unwilling to pa'-s over 
without notice. He realized fully that 
his past relation^ to the Committee on 
Appropriations would seem to indicate in 
the minds of some men that lie was 
nertded to a particular control in this 
respect.

He pointed out dangers whjch 
Iwonld result thejeJElQlB, and, qnotioif 
'(roro remarks made by Mr. GarOeld and 
.others to support his opinion, he pre- 
dicted that if 
the distribution took 


jjlace 
great 
confusion 
wouH 


ensue, while much time would be wasted 
in the contests of the various appropria- 
tion committees. He was afraid to try 
this experiment, when the Democratic 
party had been posing for years as the 
party of reform, as the party of economy. 


"Posing is good," suggested a Repub- 


lican member. 
"Yes," replied Mr. Hammond, "I said 


posing; and the country has been looking 
at our posture and learning to admire us, 
until it has driven yon out ol power." 


Mr. iSingletou (of Mississippi), a for- 


'mer member of the Appropriation Com- 
mittee, bore testimony to the statement 
that the committee was overburdened 
with labor, and he asked members no 
'longer to sit like dummies and listen to 
'what legislation the members of the com- 
imittee brought in, but to vote for the re- 
vision of the rules, and distribute the 
work and responsibilities of the House. 


Mr. Reagan (of Texas) and Mr. Wil- 


lis (of Kentucky) gave a hearty approval 
to the proposed revision. 


Mr. Scott (of Pennsylvania), though 


favoring any changing in the rules which 
would 
expedite the business of the 


House vigorously opposed the proposed 
distribution of the appropriation bill. 


Mr. Gibson (of West Virginia) said 


that under the present roles nine-tenths 
of the 
constituency of 
the 
country 


were practically disfranchised 
in the 


House, while two or three men set them- 
selves up or were set up as the only men 
who could be trusted, en account of 
their 
capacity 
or 
their 
honesty. 


He favored a distribution of the appro- 
priation bills, and asserted that history 
had shown that nearly every scandal of 
modem times had been found in the belly 
of appropriation bills. Later Mr. Gibson 
said that while Mr. Randall has had 
charge of the appropriation bills he had 
controlled legislation. 


Mr. Randall at once replied: "Not In 


the least; but I am glad to say that Dem- 
ocrats voted almost unanimously as I 
did." 


Mr. Gibson: "It is not a question of 


how the gentleman voted or how he did 
not." 


Mr. Randall; "I thonghtit was." 
Mr. Gibson: "It 1s because the gen- 


tleman thrusts himself in here and makes 
himself a personal feature In this discus- 
sion, that he is discussed. [Laughter.] 
We want to amend the rules lor the pub- 
lic good, not to help or hurt the gentle- 
man from Pennsylvania.

He gave a description of the method 
pursued by the Appropriation Committee 
in drafting various bills, stating that each 
bill was referred to a sub-committee for 
preparation and the other members ol the 
committee gave it but a cursory examina- 
tion. Thus the Committee on Appropria- 
tions did the very thing which they 
thought the House couldn't be trusted to 
do, namely: Parceling out of the bills to 
the various committees. 


Mr. Morrison gave notice that he would

A NATIVE OBELISK. 


Th« SnuUto Shaft to tbe Memory ot KxH 


Governor WMhburn, ofWUconain. 
< 


At first the huge shaft was to be seen 


lying upon one side, directly beneath 
toe derrick, where'it had been edged 
along, preparatory to the final hoist 
In length it measured forty-one feet, 
•Its breadth and thickness being about 
Jour and a half feet, and weighing 
•bcty-live tons. Several quarrymen were 
busily engaged blocking and fitting tha 
great chains around the monster, near 
one end. A twelve fold purchase, com- 
posed, of bright, new manila rope, sis 
inches in circumference, had been rove, 
the blocks aloft 
containing 
twelve 


eheaves, and those below, five in num- 
ber, containing two each. 
One end of 


the fall was attached to a powerful 
double engine, while the other end, in- 
stead of being made fast, waa led sev- 
eral hundred feet to the top of another 
derrick, and down through "leaders" 
to another engine. At just ten o'clock 
the order was given to start ahead easy, 
and the dozen or more men below 
scrabbled to places of safety. 
For a. 


moment the pulling of engines and the 
snapping and cracking of the blocking 
inside of the great chain strap was all 
that could be heard. Presently a move- 
ment waa disceimble. Onward and up- 
ward it came. 
Tbe chain 
slipped. 


Kvery one started. 
Was it to bo a fail- 


ure? No! On it continued 4with a re- 
newal of speed. 
In just thirteen min- 


utes it was standing on end in the pit be- 
low. Then it was discovered that a twist 
was forming itself amonfi: the many 
parts of the fall. Nearly "a half hour 
was occnp ed in rearranging it 
The 


final lift was then made, and many aa 
anxious eye was turned toward the ris- 
ing obelisk. Rapidly it arose, and at 
the expiration of six minutes the heel 
of the groat stone k\>d over the brink 
and on the earth as the great derrick 
swayed inboard. 
A rope was then 


fastened to the top of the stone, as it 
stood there towering above everything 
excepting the derrick; six yokes of oxen 
were Qion attached, and as the engines 
lowered away the strain brought to 
bear bv the horned animals caused it to 
ease down from tho pit, which work 
was soon and effectually completed, 
amid cheers from the 03 slanders. This 
huge piece of granite is to be cut into a 
ehatt for the monument to e\--Goveruor 
C. G. Washburn, of Wisconsin, and 
will be set up in the cemetery where he 
sloops at La Crosse. 
Tl.c bases and 


die for this great monumont are nearly 
completed, the latter being beautifully 
polished and lettered, with Egyptian 
carved trimmings. 
The top base also 


has a like trimming and bears the word 
"Washburn" in large raised letters. 
When finished and set ic will stand 
forty-nine feet throe inches from the 
ground, and will cost about $15,000. 
The ground over which this heavy 
weight is lo he conveyed at the place 
of its destination is so soft that a cart 
has been constructed at the ejnarrv with 
wide wheels to prevent their sinking. 
There are six wheels in number, whose 
diameter is three feet, and across tha 
fnce they measuie two tcet. bound with 
three tires, each six inches in width. —

the recklessness of miners.

Although the men 


employed there knew the practice to be 
fraught with danger, they seem to have 
generally worked with naked caudles. 
At the inquest on the victims, which 
has just been concluded, the miningen- 
gineer who examined the colliery, at 


(the request of the Coroner, roported 
that "had naked lights not 1 ecn in the 
mine at the lime of the. explosion, the 
outburst of inilamraable gas would 
have been carried away by the normal 
air-current without doing damage in 
any way." 
The jury expressed the 


opinion that th'i Government should re- 
fur the question to a committee of ex- 
perts without loss of time. In the 
meantime it is extremely des.rable that 
the prov.s'.ons of the existing law relat- 
ing to safety-lamps should be a little 
mure strictly enforced. 
How com- 


pletely statutory obligations are some- 
times disregarded in mines is shown by 
the curious facts which have just been 
brought to light at another ,nquost A 
man was killed in Ridding Colliery by 
a fall ot rock. The imjuiry has elicited 
the fact that the deceased' and a boy 
were allowed to work without signals, 
ngmeer, manager or bnnksman. The 
consequence was that when the mishap 
occurred the boy could give no alarm, 
and himself nearly fell a victim. 
It is 


satisfactory to know that in this case 
proceedings are to be instituted.—Si. 
•fames' Gazette.

UNDER THE MICROSCOPE. 


HOTO HII Expert Cleared tt Woman of the 


Charge of Murder. 


"The only instance on record when 


the blood of two persons was compared 
in 11 criminal trial," said Dr. Pipei to i 
Cull reporter, yesterday, "" "was in a 
murder ease in Chicago. The compar- 
ison .settled the innocence of the woman 
on trial for her life 
The story of the 


bloody transaction is as follows: 
A 


comely woman, with $20,000, married a 
man in Chicago, and placed her snug 
little torture m his business. In the 
course ot t me ho began to abuse her, 
and Imally she decitted to appeal for a 
divorce. The doub'e calamity ot losing 
a woman to bi'at and the withdrawal ol 
her $20,000 from his business m.ide the 
brute furious, and the ne\t morning he 
wns found dead in one corner of his 
bedchamber, a bullet 
having 
gone 


through his heart. His wife was found 
wounded, in another part of the room. 
She MUil that her husband had come 
homo the night before in a rage and 
began to abuse her while she was in 
bed; that he hit her on the head with 
the butt of his, revolver while her head 
was on the pillow, and spattered blood 
over the linen, that she jumped up, and 
he shot her, inflicting a slight flesh 
wound in her side, she Ihcn fashed at 
him, and snatching the revolver from 
him, shot him through the heart. 
He 


reeled to the corner where he was found 
and died. The prosecution did not be- 
liovp her story, and set up the theory 
that she had shot him while he was 
asleep and dragged him to the corner, 
and thon inlhcted the wound on her- 
sell. The carpet whore the dead man 
lay was saturated with blood. Accord- 
ing to the theory of the prosecution the 
blood on the pillow n as his also. I put 
soctious of the pillow with blood upon 
it under the microscope, and drew on a 
card-board the shape of the corpuscles, 
enlarged about two thousand dmmcteis. 
I then put the blood on the carpet under 
the microscope in the same way.

companion was wonderful.

puscles ou the pillow were bright, round, 
and clean, they were beautiful. 
The 


corpuscles on the carpet wore largo and 
disfigured, the result of disease 
The 


comparison settled that question at 
once. The blood corpuscles were as 
dillereutasday and night, and sustained 
the woman's account of the shooting. 
She was acquitted on that and other 
evidence 


"As between human blood and dog's 


blood, the microscope enables the ex- 
pert to determine precisely whether a 
specimen is from a human hem" or a 
dog. 
But it is impossible to determine 


between human blood and a hof's 
blood. This fact convicted one man 
that I know of. He claimed that the 
blood ou his clothes was dog's blood. I 
was able to show that it was not dog's 
blood; but if he had said that it wns 
nog's blood I could not have contra-

ANIMAL LANGUAGE. 


The Power of Communication Between' 


Animal! a Cultivable Power. 


This subject of animal language In- 


'crests me more and more, for I find it 
is not merely a power they have, bat a 
very cultivable power. If you will talfc 
with the creatures in your barn-yard, 
they soon get not only to understand 
your general meaning, but to reply with 
modifications of sound that are meant 
for you ID particular. One or two hens 
in 
a flock will 
show particular 


aptitude in telling you what they think. 
Some horses have, or can have, an 
octave of sounds and express very nice 
gradations of dislike and pleasure, even 
up to very defined laughter. Other 
animals laugh, notably birds, with ar- 
ticulate sounds. 
Some years since I 


owned a horse, with wh'ch I undertook 
to drive to a neighboring town over the 
hills in winter. A spot of hidden ice 
suddenly tripped her, and for a time if 
was impossible for her to get up. But 
by efforts that entii ely exhausted me I 
finally got her on foot ag.un. She never 
forgot it. 
But my approach to the 


stable was invariably welcomed by cor- 
dial neighs, and that not sufficing, she 
would put her Lead affectionately on 
my shoulder or tinder my arm. On an- 
other occasion a pet Morgan called me, 
while I was engaged fifty rods from the 
barn, with loud and persistent calls that 
I instantly understood meant trouble. 
Going hastily to the stables, I found the 
cows had broken down a door and were 
having a big frolic where they were 
capable of doing mischief. As Boon as 
I approached the horse gave a satisfied 
whinny, followed by a long sigh of re- 
lief, and went to eating quietly. 


But for real vocalization the fowls 


surpass both animals and birds. I have 
had one rooster that had a remarkable 
power of laughing. No one could pos- 
sibly hear him without doing as he 
would when Gongh laughs—laugh with 
him. Now, a dog has a diffused laugh 
all over, but especially concentrates a 
chuckle in his tail. The dog's tail is 
the most cultured tail among animals. 
It not only laughs, but it talks. The 
tail of a cow has no more sense than an 
ox-gad, and a horse's tail is not much 
wiser 
Thi»y even lash flies in a loose 


way that shows they don't know, except 
in a general way, where the fly is. 


The rooster's tail belongs to the or-

Adams was born before John 
QuTncy Adams. A popular idea seems 
to prevail in some sections of the Union

irom people who were 


familiar with the circumstances that 
John was bom first. 
' •' John Adams was the second President 
of tlie United States.

'delegates \i*/o represented Massachu- 
setts ,iri the first Continental Congress,

Some have expressed

the rnbicon first originated with Julius 
Cicsar, a foreigner of some note who 
nourished a good deal B. C. 


1 In June, 1776, Mr. Adams seconded 
a resolution, moved by Richard Henry 
Lee, that the Un'ted States "are, and of 
'right otigbt to b«, five and indc|jend- 
'ent." Whenever Mr. .-ularns could get 
a chance to whoop for liberty, now and 
forever, one and inseparable, he invari- 
ably did -so. 


In 1796, Mr. Adams ran for Presi- 


dent. In the convention it was nip and 
tuck between Thomas Jeft'tirson and 
himself, but Jefferson was understood 
to bo a Universalist, or an Universalist, 
whichever would look the best in print, 
and so he only got 68 votes out of a 
possible I'M.
